Hardiness of Mums 


To the Editor: 


l HAVE been growing mums for some 
years and have tried out most varieties 
as to winter hardiness. My experience is 
that almost all mums are hardy if pro 
tected to meet the particular winter con 
ditions they are subjected to, because all 
winters are not alike, even in the same 
locality. I always had excellent results 
when I used small branches of Christmas 
trees to cover them lightly. One winter 
I tried covering with leaves of the soft 
maple tree with equal success, but for the 
last three years this has not been success 
ful and most mums so covered were killed 
out, even last winter when we had such a 
lot of snow which lasted well into spring. 
A friend nearby had a large area of mums, 
left the stalks on the plants, and gave 
them no covering at all out in the open. 
Strange to say, they were the only ones 
around here to come through last winter.

EARLY every bend in the road 

throughout New England is colorful

HE instinctive desire to share 

pleasures and hobbies and to com- 

pare notes with others is responsible 
for most organized groups. The Winter 
Gardeners of Boston are a group of 
twenty women—amateur gardeners— 
who felt it would inerease their pleasure 
in their hobby to share it with others. 
The hobby in this ease is gardening in 
the winter, as one might guess from the 
name of the group. 

Some of the Winter Gardeners of 
soston have plant windows, some have 
sun-heated pits or greenhouses, or vari- 
ous combinations of these three strue- 
tures. A very large proportion of the 
members have no paid gardener to help 
them, and they do their gardening as 
a hobby in addition to their other activi- 
ties. Most, but not all, of the members 
belong to other garden clubs in their 
respective communities. 

The group began a few years ago

when six or eight acquaintances decided 
it would be interesting and good fun to 
pool their knowledge about plants and 
to visit each other’s winter gardens regu- 
larly. They felt they could study up on 
different subjects and pass on the in- 
formation to each other, as well as shar- 
ing plant material such as their extra 
seeds, seedlings, cuttings, ete. The group 
increased to twenty quite rapidly, and 
it was decided not to enlarge the mem- 
bership further. Increasing our num- 
bers would make it harder to meet com- 
fortably in people’s living-rooms, and 
it would make comment and discussion 
by all members more difficult. The 
attendance has been so regular that one 
can count on sixteen or 
bers for each meeting.

They buy rose plants 
which are described as hardy, then the 
plants die the first 
conelusion is that in their area roses are

hardiness is a_ relative 
quality and varies considerably with lo- 
catiog. Perhaps, therefore, we should 
not accuse the rose grower of intentional 
misrepresentation when he deseribes 
some variety as hardy which actually is 
only hardy in a northern locality when 
properly protected. l do believe, 
though, that use of the words “hardy 
with protection” instead of the word 
“hardy” in such cases would ultimately 
inerease the growing of roses in all our 
northern states. Surely a brief note on 
how to protect throwing a 
couple of shovels of soil over each plant 
would not discourage any rose lover 
from growing them, and certainly it 
would circumvent many a future disap- 
pointment, 

The ability to withstand severe winter 
conditions depends on both inborn and 
external factors. The former are “in 
the variety” while the latter are in- 
fluenced by the condition of the plant as 
winter approaches, the location in which 
it is planted, and the protection afforded 
It. 

A rose bush may be compared to a 
hibernating animal that fattens during 
the late summer in preparation for a 
long winter sleep. The leaves are the 
fattening agent of the plant. Therefore, 
if we are to prevent severe winter in- 
jury, or loss, we must be sure that the 
fall foliage is retained in good condi- 
tion, as long as possible. 

Another factor that influences the 
hardiness of a variety is the condition of 
the wood in the fall. If the autumn is 
dry and if cold weather approaches 
gradually, the chanees of survival are 
greater than if there are heavy rainfall

and warm days to eause late growth 
that will not have time to mature before 
weather sets in. Late summer 
feeding is also conducive to immature 
wood at the beginning of winter, 

Briefly, then, early growth should be 
encouraged and late growth discouraged. 
Fertilizing, watering, heavy pruning 
and cultivation stimulate growth. After 
July. therefore. the blooms should be 
cut with short stems, fertilizer should be 
withheld) entirely and watering and 
cultivation should be held to a minimum. 
It the bed has been mulehed it will be 
found that both watering (except in 
extreme instances) and eultivation are 
unnecessary. 

Atmospherie conditions may aggra- 
vate or effect of 
registered by the thermometer. A long 
cold spell is more injurious than a 
short one, and continuous cold winds 
from the same direction are deadlier 
than “still” cold. Winter sun also causes 
considerable injury to the canes. It is 
therefore not safe to assume that the 
hardiness of a variety is to be measured 
by the mean temperature of the area in 
Which it is grown. Snow covering plays 
an important part in winter protection. 
A variety not hardy in an area where 
snowtall is normally light could quite 
possibly winter satisfactorily in a colder 
climate where heavy snows can be de- 
pended upon to cover the plant almost 
all winter. If roses are planted to the 
lee side of a hedge, away from the diree- 
tion of the prevailing winds, the snow 
will drift in and increase the depth of 
the covering. 

Adequate drainage of the rose bed is 
also important. Although roses like and 
in fact demand a considerable amount of 
moisture, they will not thrive during the 
summer nor survive the winter in a 
waterlogged soil. 

Practically all the popular but tender 
Hybrid Tea roses can be wintered suc- 
cessfully in any part of the United 
States if the foregoing facts are recog- 
nized and adequate winter protection is 
given.

ruaranteeing survival is to cover each 
plant with a mound of earth after a few 
heavy frosts have ripened the wood. If 
additional insurance against winter in- 
jury is desired, the mounds, after they 
are frozen, may be covered with straw, 
leaves, corn stalks or any other material 
that will shade them and thereby prevent 
alternate thawing and freezing. The 
height of the mound should be at least 6 
inches, but it may be considerably higher 
if the ambition of the person applying 
it so dictates. The greater the height 
the better, for in many sections the canes 
will freeze back to the top of the mound, 
and the higher the mound the greater 
the amount of wood retained. Actually, 
in our far northern states it is advisable 
to figure on ten inches or even more. 

Tender and semi-tender climbers may 
be laid on the ground and covered with 
any material that will hold them in close 
contact with the earth and prevent them 
from being subjected to winter sun and 
winds. I have suecessfully wintered 
many tender climbers without loss of 
wood by covering them, on the ground, 
with roofing paper alone. 

It has been said that the hardiness of 
a hybrid rose ranges between that of 
both its parents. Theoretically, then, we 
might assume that the older Hybrid Tea 
varieties would show no winter injury 
at a temperature of 19°, since one of 
their parents (the Hybrid Perpetual) 
is reasonably hardy at 5° below zero and 
the other (the Tea rose) shows some in- 
jury at any temperature lower than 32°, 
There are, however, numerous exceptions 
to this rule. The original Hybrid Teas 
do, as a matter of fact, show but slight 
injury at 10°. But in their efforts to 
obtain greater floriferousness and a 
wider range of colors, hybridists have 
added more Tea blood, and as a result 
the more recent varieties show greater 
susceptibility to cold. 

We might suppose that Hybrid Teas 
of the Pernetiana class would be hardier 
than other H.T.s since they were derived 
by crossing a Hybrid Perpetual with 
the Persian Yellow (a species that has

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How to 
Protect Roses 


for Winter 


@ At right: The first step in insuring 
winter survival of Hybrid Tea and other 
somewhat tender roses is to mound up each 
plant with soil to a height of at least 6 
inches once frosts have ripened the wood.

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Tips for Northern Gardeners 


By JAMES S. 


OVEMBER is usually the deadline 
for providing winter protection for 
the less hardy plants. I suggested 
last month that you start the job then, 
but if it wasn’t completed and there 
is now an inch or so of frost in the 
ground, you had better get to it at once. 


The roses need attention. Cut back 
the tall growth to 15 to 18 inehes and 
tie the bush together to make it ¢om- 
pact and more easily covered. Use soft 
string so as not to injure the bark of 
the stems. I draw soil around the 
plants as high as possible and then fill 
in between and over the plants with 
leaves, straw or salt hay. Leaves work 
well on roses and are more easily han- 
dled than straw or hay. 


Standard roses can be protected in 
any of several different ways. If you 
have a good storage cellar that is moist 
and cool, they can be dug up and stored 
there, but you must protect the roots 
from drying out with soil, moss or some 
other medium that holds moisture. Not 
many of us, however, have such a con- 
venient storage method at our disposal. 


Bulbs for Forcing 


ARDY bulbs like daffodils, tulips 

and hyacinths that are to be forced 
in the greenhouse or indoors must first 
be potted and buried outdeors so that a 
good root system develops before they 
are brought inside. This procedure is 
greatly simplified by the use of a ecold- 
frame. 


After the bulbs have been potted in a 
good soil mixture, the pots are set into 
the frame, watered and covered with an 
inch or so of sand, as this will be easier 
to remove than soil when the pots are 
lifted. Then cover with a mixture of 
leaves, hay and soil—or whatever hap- 
pens to be available—to a depth of about 
6 inches, dampen it with the hose or 
watering can and put on the sash. Leaves 
or hay should be banked up around the 
sides of the frame and, where the win- 
ters are cold, over the top as well. The 
bulbs may be brought inside about two 
months after placing them in the frame, 
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Another method is to leave the rose 
where it is and wrap the entire plant in 
straw several inches thick, being sure 
to mulch the base well to protect the 
root. One drawback here, though, is 
that field mice may consider the ar- 
rangement an ideal winter domain. 
Still another way is to dig around 
one side of the plant to loosen it up so 
that it may be bent over to the ground, 
then tied to a stake driven into the 
ground alongside the middle of the 
stem. Evergreen branches can then be 
laid on top of the plant and the whole 
covered with 6 to 9 inehes of soil. 


Fig trees grown in this area need 
heavy winter protection. Tie the 
branches tightly into a bundle and put 
a wooden framework around them a 
foot or more from the plant. Fasten 
chicken wire around the frame and 
then tightly fill this enclosure with 
leaves. Heavy waterproof material 
such as tarpaper over the top of the 
framework will keep the leaves dry, 
and it is essential that they stay dry 
all winter. 









English Boxwoods seldom survive the 
winter in the New York area unless 
given some protection. A frame should 
be put around the plant and the frame 
covered with burlap. The covering is 
not to keep out cold but to ward off 


bitter winter winds and bright sun 
which under certain conditions eauses 


seald, especially in the early spring. 
Remember to water boxwoods before 
frost takes over. 


Exposed evergreens, particularly new 
plantings of rhododendrons, azaleas 
and hemlock, are subject to windburn 
and should be given protection at least 
until they are well established. Bur- 
lap stretched around the shrubs on 
stakes will break the wind and prevent 
injury, but if burlap is objectionable 
pine branches can be tied to a frame 
and placed around the plants, or the 
ends of the pine branches ean be in- 
serted in the ground in front of them. 


Mulching. When mulching such 
plants as azaleas, rhododendrons and 
blueberries (these are acid loving 

g 


plants), I suggest using aluminum sul- 
phate just as vou use fertilzer in the 
garden. Broadeast it around the plants 
and through the mulch. It helps create 
an acid condition and will encourage 
healthier growth. 


Waterlilies. Hardy waterlilies in 
ponds are safe throughout the winter, 
but when they’re grown in tubs in 
shallow pools they must have winter 
protection. If the pool is drained, the 
tubs ean be left where they are and 
buried under 12 to 18 inches of leaves. 
If this is not feasible, they can be 
stored almost anywhere so long as they 
are buried under a good depth of 
leaves, or they could be stored in a 
cool, moist cellar. 

Tender or tropical waterlilies, on the 
other hand, are difficult to keep over 
winter, and I would suggest buying new 
plants each year unless you _ have 
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special facilities tor storing the old 
ones. 


Lawns. If you have access to a ma- 
nure pile and if you are not particu- 
larly coneerned about the winter ap- 
pearance of your lawn (or if you are 
fortunate enough to go to Florida for 
the winter), how about mulching the 
lawn with manure? Manure simply 
ean’t be beat as a lawn rejuvenator. 
When spring comes, just rake off the 
coarse material that remains. 


Cleaning up the garden. Many in- 
sects winter over in a garden that does 
not receive a thorough fall cleaning. 
If you do not have a compost pile where 
you can deposit all the garden refuse, 
burn it or bury it. Stumps of the cab- 
bage family should be destroyed; never 
put them on a compost pile. Of course 
the ideal way to clean up is to dig or 
double-dig all unplanted areas as sug- 
vested a month or two ago. It is cool 
now and the ideal time of year for the 
job, but next April and May will be 
warm and busy too, you may be sure. 


Sweet peas. Try sowing a few sweet 
peas this month in 3- or 4-inch pots for 
planting out next spring. Place the 
pots in a protected coldframe for the 
winter. They are hardy and _ stand 
plenty of cold. The seed will germinate 
and make slow sturdy growth and ex- 
cellent plants for setting out next 
April. ‘ 

If you hope to produce fancy sweet 
peas you should dig out a-trench where 
vou plan to grow them. It should be 
a foot wide and at least that in depth. 
Into the bottom of the trench dig four 
or five inches of manure and when re- 
placing the soil of the trench mix in a 
few pounds of bonemeal. If sweet 
peas were grown in the same area this 
year, fresh soil should go into the 
trench, for disease is carried over in 
the soil from year to year. 


Larkspur. Now is the time to sow 
annual larkspur, either in the border 
or in rows. It should be sown directly 
into its flowering position. Sown now 
it will lie dormant over the winter and 
will start into growth very early in the 
spring, much earlier than if sown then. 
This is also true of cornflower that is 
sown this month. 


Raspberries. If your raspberries 
grow in a light sandy soil they should 
be mulched about this time of year. 
Manure is the best mulch there is, but 
material from the compost pile is also 
excellent. 


Parsley. Many housewives would be 
delighted to be able to pineh off a few 
sprigs of crisp green parsley to brighten 
winter meals. How about lifting and 
potting several plants? They will re- 
quire some shade until growth starts, 
but after that they should be exposed 
to direct sunlight. 

Outdoor bulbs. Outdoor bulb plant- 
ing ought to be completed by this time, 
with the exeeption perhaps of late ar-

How to Grow the 
Giant Lily 


ILIUM giganteum is 

one of the largest and 
most spectacular of all lilies. It grows 
to a height of 10 feet or more and bears 
as many as 20 to 30 blooms to the stem. 
The flowers are semi-pendulous trum- 
pets, about 8 inches long, white with 
purplish red striping inside. The large 
glossy leaves average about 15 inches 
across and the stems measure up to 9 
inches or so in circumference at the base. 
Flowering size bulbs are 10 to 12 inches 
in circumference, and the rapidity with 
which the plant. grows may be judged by 
the fact that it is in flower before the 
end of June. 

The species was discovered in the 
Himalaya Mountains around the middle 
of the 19th century and since then has 
been grown quite extensively in Great 
Britain and to a lesser extent in this 
country. Probably the reason why it has 
not become more popular in the United 
States is that its requirements, although 
‘asy enough to provide in most gardens, 
are rather special. 

Henry Eckstein of the Lilydale Bulb 
& Flower Gardens, Milwaukie, Oregon, 
who has made a specialty of growing 
Lilium giganteum bulbs for the eommer- 
cial trade, says that this species should 
be grown in partial shade, where the 
plant will get no direct sunlight between 
about 11 a.m. and 3 p.m. It requires 
well drained soil, mixed with plenty of 
peatmoss and well rotted cow manure 
or compost, though if manure or com- 
post is not available bonemeal or fish- 
meal may be substituted. Commercial 
fertilizers, however, should be avoided. 

The bulbs should be planted in the fall 
while dormant, and the top of the bulb 
should be covered with no more than one 
inch of soil. In cold regions a fairly 
heavy mulch is advisable over winter. 
After the plant is well started in the 
spring, a top dressing of well rotted cow 
manure should be applied if you want 
the plant to grow to its full height. 
Otherwise the stem will grow to only 
about 6 feet, which, however, may be 
more desirable in some locations. 

These lilies should have one good soak- 
ing a week, so if there is no rain or 
if rain is limited they should be given a 
thorough watering whenever necessary. 
There should be no hoeing in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the bulb and all weed 
growth should be removed by hand. 

Mr. Eckstein says that L. giganteum 
does not reach peak performance until 
the bulb has been established at least a 
year and he does not recommend the 
transplanting of flowering size bulbs. 








The tallest of these plants of Lilium gi- 
ganteum, on Henry Eckstein’s Oregon farm, 
was 9 feet 4 inches high when the photo 
was taken and hadn’t yet stopped growing! 


The mother bulb, he says, dies after 
blooming, but it makes plenty of offsets 
to insure continuation and also produces 
considerable quantities of seed. His own 
stock, consisting of many thousands of 
bulbs, has been built up from one bulb 
purchased in 1940. 

A group of these lilies, Mr. Eckstein 
says, will make a magnificent display in 
any garden where they are given a 
suitable location. By moonlight, he be- 
lieves, they are even more beautiful than 
during the day, and their delightfully 
spicy, clove-like fragrance on a still sum- 
mer evening makes them truly unforget- 
table. 

This lily should not, of course, be con- 
fused with the Easter lily, Lilium longi- 
florum giganteum, grown by florists and 
commonly referred to in the trade as 
“oiganteum” or, for short, as “jigs.” 
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a.Cool blue, like the heavens in early evening. is this truncated glass 
container with its neo-classic design etched in frostiness like bare 
wisps of cloud against the sky. It is an ideal container for stalks of 
heavy flowers like delphinium, snapdragons or a lush display of roses. 


b. Smartness and simplicity characterize these “cubics” which will be at 
home against any background. Foliages from house plants combined with 
outdoor materials offer countless possibilities, with occasional improv- 
isation of a handful of florist’s flowers to lend them a note of color. 


C.A graceful flare on a graceful hand-made scroll, soft white against eb- 
ony finish, is this oblong vase with its stand. It is appropriate for 
both the “memory sketch” type of natural arrangement where line predom-

rically, as the spout and the handle become part of the design. This 
sturdy mug-shaped pitcher with its velvet glaze and gracefully fluted

Let’s Look at Containers 


By DOROTHY BIDDLE and DOROTHEA BLOM 


HO says there’s nothing new under 

the sun? Not the flower arranger, 

surely. And to prove how right she 
is, there now comes a harvest of new 
and desirable vases, trays, bowls and 
jars to spur us on to new, different, bet- 
ter flower pictures, 

With Christmas in mind, we trudged 
through the stores seeking whatever was 
new-fashioned, practical to use and 
beautiful to look upon. The variety was 
infinite. From heavy pottery to fine 
china; from hand earved wood to gleam- 
ing metal; from choice glass to durable 
plastics—the array of containers for 
today’s flowers is indeed a rich field for 
the modernist. 

Let’s take a glance at the collection 
we have pictured for FLOWER GROWER’S 
enthusiasts. They come from all over 
America, and from far across the seas. 
They cost from the modest sum of a 
dollar up to about twenty-five dollars. 
They will fit into Early American homes, 
into Victorian settings, and into the 
most modern rooms. All of them have 


the common characteristics of being 
simple in design, unobtrusive in color 
and of having funetional form. 

Many people interested in flower 
arrangement have more containers than 
they need or even use. But how often 
most women stand in front of the con 
tainer closet and seareh in vain for 
just the right vase for the plant ma- 
terial they have, the type of arrange- 
ment they want to make, and the ocea- 
sion. 

Homes differ and tastes differ, but we 
can suggest a skeleton of what a good 
container collection might be. First, 
there should be variety of sizes, from 
the vase large enough for using tall 
spikes of delphinium or great stems of 
lilies, all the way down to something 
small enough for a gathering of violets 
or a few snowdrops. And if you are 
miniature-minded, you will have even 
smaller vases. Secondly, have an assort- 
ment of shapes—as many gradations as 
you like from the tall and slender to 
the almost flat plate. Third, the satisfy- 


ing container collection will have variety 
in textures, from fragile glass and 
porcelain for flowers as delicate as chif- 
fon to the visually strong containers, 
such as wood, heavy pottery, tarnished 
metal for your woodsy materials, your 
sturdy wild flowers and your coarser 
garden blooms. Fourth, the contsiners 
must range in color to fit into your dif- 
ferent rooms, to blend or contrast hap- 
pily with the flowers you care for most. 

Before selecting a new container, 
cheek your collection in regard to each 
of these four qualities, always with your 
home in mind—just as you select a lamp. 

Too often we buy containers on the 
spur of the moment, without thinking of 
the vase collection as a whole, or with- 
out knowing what is generally avail- 
able. No one but you can take inventory 
of your collection and decide where your 
gaps are and what you need. But to give 
you a bird’s-eye view of what is beau- 
tiful and new as possible fillers for those 
gaps—that is different! And that is just 
what we set out to do.

N the course of expressing 
herself about how FLOWER GROWER has helped awaken 
a desire for “beautifying our surroundings at small 
cost,” a Kentucky woman has written some nice things 
to me which, like any other endeavoring male, I have 
been glad to read. She has also opened up again in my 
mind the whole matter of home and community better- 
ment. 

Most of us begin thinking about improving our sur- 
roundings with our minds focused on a sizable figure 
preceded by a dollar sign. This good woman, however, 


began when she had an opportunity to obtain a home, 
in the surroundings of which she saw beauty ready to 
be opened up at the smallest possible cost. Her com- 
ment brought to mind another instance of doing things 
for a purpose rather than because of careless cash. 

I had just been concerned with a little summer 
mountain community whieh totaled 185 native in- 


habitants. Because the people who came there as 
visitors subconsciously taught the appreciation of 
natural beauty to those inhabitants, they had cleaned 
up, cleared up and done all the other things that 
make a small community uniquely fine. They seemed 
to have no room for dirtv houses and, because the 
mountain beauty suggested what they might do, they 
built with their own tax money a neat little community 
hall and an orderly place where their fire apparatus 1s 
housed. 

Then, being in the mood for betterment, they fol- 
lowed the indications of their state legislature and 
adopted a comprehensive zoning ordinanee which, 
among other things, has been of vast advantage to 
them because it has chased off a booze merchant. The 
town has simply advertised the fact that not only is 
it clean and neat and orderly but that it does not 
want booze. In its several summer hotels it provides 
high comfort for about a thousand visitors who come 
to its lovely lake and its deep forests. 

Now this good Kentucky woman I’ve referred to, 
when she found the little home she was looking for, 
immediately undertook to improve the surroundings. 
She took care of the trees that were there, and she

House Plants on Parade 


Notes on choice plants at the Boston show

OSTON’S first House Plant Show is 
now past and gone, but it will be a 
long time before those who attended 

it will forget the magnificent array of 
unusual plants exhibited there. The 
6,000-odd people who thronged Horti- 
cultural Hall on September 5 and 6 are 
proof enough of the widespread interest 
in house plants that exists at the present 
time, and the quality of the material dis- 
played proves conclusively that most 
house plant enthusiasts do not take their 
hobby lightly. 

Since the show was sponsored by the 
New England Branch of the American 
Begonia Society, with the assistance of 
the Massachusetts Horticultural Society, 
it was only natural that begonias played 
a major part in the exhibition. 

The large silver medal begonia display 
of North Street Greenhouses, Danielson, 
Conn., filled the stage and contained 
choice specimens of numerous rare va- 
rieties and species. A plant of Glory of 
St. Albans was the most colorful, a mass 
of glowing rose-red leaves, veined and 
edged with black. In a corner stood a 
6-foot plant of Alzasco, with dark ruf- 
fled leaves, silver spotted, and dripping 
clusters of dark red flowers. Nearby 
was the delicate fern-like B. foliosa, and 
B. richardsiana, with delicately cut 
leaves and pendant white flowers. The 
Rex begonia Silver Cord was also con- 
spicuous in this display, its gleaming 
silver leaves veined with green. 

The rarest plant in this exhibit, from 


an Eastern standpoint, was a fine speci- 
men of B. goegoensis. The peltate leaves 
are deep green, bronze flushed, net 
veined, deep red beneath. The small flow- 
ers are rose pink. B. goegoensis is not 
conspicuously beautiful, but because it 
is hard to obtain and still harder to 
grow, contrary human nature desires it. 

Another rare begonia in this exhibit 
was B. ecrestabruchi, with smooth, let- 
tuce-green leaves, blotched with white, 
red flecked, and the deeply ruffled, hairy 
edges touched with red. Still another 
treasure was the dear little pennywort- 
leaved begonia, B.  hydrocotylifolia, 
which appeals strongly to those who 
enjoy miniatures. The thick, glossy 
rounded leaves are the size of an Eng- 
lish penny, dark green, black veined. 
Beneath, they are silvery green, red 
veined, the edge fringed with brown 
hairs. The small, pale pink flowers ap- 
pear in midwinter. It is a Mexican 
species, discovered in 1841. 

Among the specimen begonias, a large 
plant of the variety Richard Robinson 
was conspicuous. It is a seedling of B. 
dregei macbethi (new transfer, Bailey) 
produced by the late Alfred D. Robinson 
of California. The delicately eut light 
green leaves are overlaid with silver and 
have a bright red spot at the sinus. The 
flowers are pale pink. There was a large 
plant of the Peruvian tuberous species, 
B. micranthera fimbriata, full of bright

LILIES FOR EVERY GARDEN, by 
Isabella Preston. Illus. agg _ pages. 


Orange Judd Publishing Co., N. Y. C. 
$2.00. 


This is the second book on lilies for 
the amateur to appear within the year, 
the other being “Garden Lilies” by Alan 
and Esther Maeneil, reviewed in a previ- 
ous issue of FLOWER GROWER. 

“Lilies for Every Garden” is written 
by a specialist who has had much ex- 
perience in this field. She Assistant 
in Ornamental Plant Breeding at the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
Canada, and her first book on lilies ap- 
peared in 1929. The present work con- 


tains some of the same material, but it 
has been rewritten and much new cul- 
tural material has been added as well 


as deseriptions of recently introduced 
hybrids. 

In plain, non-technical language aimed 
at the amateur, Miss Preston gives all 
the details of planting, cultural care and 
insect and disease control. She also dis- 
cusses propagation and hybridization to 
assist the layman in growing his own 
lilies from seed and attempting to create 
new crosses. 

Part II contains a comprehensive list 
of available garden lilies with deserip- 
tions and cultural notes. No attempt 
has been made to list species, varieties 
and hybrids not commercially available. 

The illustrations are numerous but 
mediocre in quality: 


FLOWER ARRANGEMENT FOR 
EVERYONE, by Dorothy Biddle and 
Dorothea Blom. Illus, 192 pages. M. 
Barrows & Co., N. Y. C. $2.50. 


Readers of FLowrer Grower need no 
introduction to its beloved contributors, 
Dorothy Biddle and Dorothea Blom. As 
veteran writers and speakers on flower 
arrangement, they are well equipped to 
offer still another book on the subjeet. 


This is an attractively printed, well- 
illustrated volume in a year when too 
many garden books are still wearing 


utilitarian, wartime garb. A first chap- 


ter on “The Evolution of Flower Ar- 
rangement,” giving the history of the 
ancient art, is followed by a seeond 


which is divided into six parts dealing 
with the making of an arrangement: 
(1) “Find and Prepare Flowers”; (2) 
“Determine the Place for Use’; (3) 
“Picture the Arrangement”; (4) “Seleet 
Container”; (5) “Meechanieal Controls” 
(6) “Sit Down While at Work.” 
Under these headings the inexperi- 
enced arranger is taken step by step

through the actual process of making : 
successful arrangement. 

Other chapters deal with “The Quali 
ties of Folage and Flowers,’ aceon 
panied by a plant list with deseriptions 
“Design and Rhythm”; “Arranging 
Florists’ Flowers”; “Making 
and “Arranging Church Flowers.” 

A chapter on “Judging” will be help 
ful to the beginner in that it gives her 
an insight into how arrangements ar 
seored and judged. It teils what to avoid 
and what features are most likely to 
make for success. 

The authors believe 
rangement in America today is becom- 
ing a folk art “from the home life of 
the people.” “Its inspiration comes from 
the commonplace; it is closely related t 
everyday needs. Easily available mate- 
rials are essential to a folk art.” Such 
a ramification of the rather set and for- 
mal recent progress of flower arrange- 
ment in this country should be inspiring 
and should help to make of it a vital, 
original and spontaneous form of self 
expression.

Some, however, have ap- 
peared more than once before in other 
publications. 


THE AUDUBON BIRD GUIDE—East- 
ern Land Birds. Ilius. by Don Eckel- 
berry; text by Richard H. Pough. 312 
pages. 9, & Co., Garden City, 
N. Y. $3.00. 


Here is a book which has rapidly at- 
tained great popularity. It is of handy 
size, printed on rather thin paper, and 
beautifully illustrated in color by an 
artist of great talent. There are more 
than 400 full color illustrations of 275 
species, and each is most life-like, mak- 
ing identification easy. 

The author, Richard H. Pough, is a 
well-known ornithologist who gives the 
reader full descriptions of each species 
with the best means of identification: 
voice, range, habits, ete. The book is 
arranged by bird families, species ap- 
pearing under each. 

A generous foreword gives much valu- 
able information on variations in plu- 
mage, bird behavior, how to enjoy bird 
study, how to birds, the use of bi- 
noculars, seasonal movements, and many 
other matters of interest. 

“The Audubon Bird Guide” is equally 
valuable as a field because of its 
convenient size—and for leisurely study 
at home.

Prof. A. G. Smith, of the Virginia Ex- 
periment Station in Blacksburg, who was 
one of the speakers, advised home gar- 
deners in the Virginia area to plant their 
roses from December Ist through April 
15. The soil should not be too wet at 
planting time. Tests over a ten-year pe- 
riod have proved, he said, that plants 
obtained from growers in northern New 
York State, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Virginia, Texas, the Midwest and the 
Pacifie Coast exhibited varietal differences 
in behavior, but all did equally well when 
the plants were received in good condition. 
Furthermore, there was no noticeable dif- 
ference in the performance of roses grown 
on multiflora or Ragged Robin understock 
in Blacksburg. 


Pine mice injure roses in winter by eat 
ing the rose roots, especially when snow i 
on the ground. Mice are controlled by put 
ting poison stations in the runways, Prot 
Smith advised. These are made by placing 
composition shingles over runs late it 
September and baiting by the end of Oct 
ber. Cubes of apple, sweet potato or cai 
rot treated with zinc phosphate are use 
as bait. They are placed in or near tl 
covered opening of the run. In a fev 
weeks disturb the runs, and if they a 
still in use, bait again. 

Prof. Smith advocated high pruning of 
rose bushes and, to avoid late frost injurn 
in his section, planting roses on high lan

Luther Burbank Zinnias 


A NEW strain of zinnias, named in 
honor of Luther Burbank and to be in- 
troduced in 1948 to coincide with the cen- 
tennial of the “Plant Wizard’s” birth, was 
shown at a preview at the Hotel Waldorf- 
Astoria, New York City, on September 2. 
The history of the new zinnias was related 
by David Burpee, cousin of Mr. Burbank 
and president of the W. Atlee Burpee Co. 
of Philadelphia, distributors of the new 
strain. The Luther Burbank zinnias, he 
said, have been developed from seed found 
in an old trunk of Burbank’s which came 
into possession of the Burpee Company 
when they acquired the rights to his 
flower and vegetable originations. 

The new zinnias are true pastel tones 
or art shades throughout the strain, shad- 
ing from white through cream, primrose, 
buff, light pink, canary yellow, salmon, 
bright rose, chamois, apricot and peach. 
The blooms range up to 514 inches in 
diameter and about 3 inches deep.

Flowers for Sandy Soii

The following 20 flowers have been suc- 
cessful in the beach sand along Lake 
Michigan here in my small garden, “The 


Oasis”: Leucocrinum montanum (sand 
lily), leiophyllum (sand myrtle), abronia 
(sand verbena), portulaca (rose moss), 
liatris (gayfeather), Asclepias tuberosa 
(pleurisy-root), dimorphotheca (cape 
marigold), brachycome (Swan River 


daisy), felicia (Kingfisher daisy), arte- 
misia (several species and varieties), and 
thymus (many kinds). In addition to 
these, the herbs (culinary) and cacti and 
other succulants (aloes, haworthias, kal- 
anchoes, etc.) all do exceedingly well in 


sand and make an attractive garden which 
is just a bit different. Almost any plant 
of South African origin will prove adapt- 
able to sandy soil and accompanying con- 
ditions.—Mrs. Paut A. ELtiort, (Mich.) 


My soil and climate are the same as Mr. 
Shields’, and I would suggest some of the 
flowers I grow. Among these are Dutch 
iris, many varieties of daffodils, leucojum, 
and hyacinths. These bloom very early in 
our particular climate and are dormant 
during the hot dry weather. Gladiolus 
planted in mid-February are in bloom it 
early May. My giant hybrid amaryllis 
does well in the garden in half shade. I 
also suggest that daylilies be planted in 
at least half shade. I also gtow bearded 
iris in sandy dry soil, but I would sug- 
gest that he try the repeat bloomers. Dur- 
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ing mild winters these seem to bloom all 
winter and spring. Pansies also do well 
in the winter time. I have had little or 
no results from dahlias, crocus, leuco- 
coryne, grape hyacinths, or tigridia. I 
use well rotted manure and bonemeal to 
a good advantage on most all of these.—

A Painter Arranges Flowers 


HE artistic sense of painters has 

always been attracted to the beauty 

of flowers, and over the course of 
years flowers of all kinds have played an 
important role in the creation of many 
famous paintings. 

Albert Herter, in whose studio the 
flower arrangements pictured in the ac- 
companying illustrations were made, is 
an outstanding muralist whese sensitive 
appreciation for the appropriateness of 
certain flowers to available settings is 
brilliantly manifested in these group- 
ings. The flowers were gathered from 
the gardens at Mr. Herter’s home in East 
Hampton, Long Island, N. Y., and the 
settings were arranged from materials 
at hand in the studio. The photographs 
and color transparencies were made by 
the painter’s grandson, Everit Herter. 


Albert Herter’s renown as a mural 
painter dates from 1890, when he re-

Since then he has received, among 
other awards, a medal at the Atlanta 
Exposition in 1895, the Lippincott Prize 
in 1897, honorable mention at Nashville 
in 1897, the Evans prize of the American 
Water Color Society in 1899, and both 
bronze and silver medals at Paris in 
1900. Mr. Herter was made Chevalier 
of the Legion of Honor of France in 
1928 and is at present vice-president of 
the Mural Painters Architectural League 
of New York and a member of the 
American Water Color Society and the 
New York Water Color Club.

cepting the Crown Imperial and the 
Checkered Lily (F. MELEaAGRIS), it is 
quite a different matter. During the 
years many European and Asian fritil- 


larias have passed through my trial 
gardens. Some I should like to have 


again; others were briefly mourned, but 
[ should not go to the trouble of getting 
them again. And it would indeed take 

1 lot of pains to get them together, as 
will be apparent to any collector. Not 
many are available in this country and 
seeds are rarely listed. 


I remember how eagerly I pounced 


upon the first extensive list of seeds 
that came my way years ago. About 


a dozen packets were ordered and care- 
fully consigned to a frame that fall. 
A few of two or three kinds germinated 
the next spring and one or two more 
showed up the next year. And that 
was all. Sixteen packets were ordered 
from Rev. Anderson of England the 
next fall, all of which eventually gave 
me at least one flowering specimen, two, 
I think it was, blossoming the second 
year and one waiting until the sixth. 
It gave me a lot of pleasure and a 
little knowledge of the genus, but it 
would searcely be worth the effort to 
track down some of them again. That 
is one great drawback of an experi- 
mental garden, like I have conducted 
most of my life—as rapidly as plants 
show their characters and reactions to 
garden conditions they have to make 
way for others which have been waiting 
their turns. It all makes for interest 
and excitement, but rarely for a beauti- 
ful garden. ; 

Of all fritillarias, the Crown Im- 
perial (F. IMPERIALIS) is perhaps the 
best known and best loved. Its long 


association with gardeners has, of 
course, had no little part in that; but 


a combination of intriguing characters 
has no doubt had more. The earliest 
writers on the subject recognized these 
signs, as will be noted in Gerard’s de- 


scription, where he wrote that “The 
leaves grow confusedly about the 


stalke like those of the white Lilly, but 
narrower: the flowers grow at the top 
of the stalke, incompassing it round, in 
forme of an Imperial Crowne, (whereof 
it took his name) hanging their heads 
downward as it were bels; in color it 
is yellowish; or to give you the true 
colour, which by words otherwise ecan- 
not be expressed, if you lay sap berries 
in steep in faire water for the space 
of two hours, and mix a little saffron in 
that infusion, and lay it upon paper, 
it showeth the perfect colour to limne 
or illumine the floure withall. The 
back side of the said floure is streaked 
with purplish lines, which doth greatly 
set forth the beauty thereof. In the 
bottom of each of these bels there is 
placed sixe drops of most clear shining 
sweet water, in taste like sugar, re-

LIANT; RUBRA MAXIMA, with large 1 
bells; the sulphur-yellow of SuLput 
EUS, and many others. In my light 


soil the yellows appear the least vigor- 
ous of the lot, needing the best so 
and the choicest situations for a satis 
factory performance. The orange co 
ored ones, on the other hand, ( 
splendidly in a sunny or hghtly shaded 


spot which has been thoroughly e1 
riched to a depth of 15 inches with old 
rotted manure. 


Light soil seems to induce 


rapid mu 


tiplication of the bulbs. As a conse 
quence, and contrary to the usual 
recommendation to leave them undis 
turbed for years, I find it quite neces 
sary to lift them at least every thir 
year, replanting the large bulbs in 
their bed and growing the small ones 
along in nursery rows until they are 


ready to blossom. A situation sh 
tered from strong winds is to be recom- 
mended, because of their stately growt! 
(3 feet or more in the most robust 
kinds) and the likelihood of the brittle 
stems being snapped off in gales. Lift- 
ing is perhaps best done as soon as 
the foliage dies down after flowering. 
At best, though, their behavior is quite 
eccentric and one will never know until 
trial how they are going to react. 
The architectural value of the plant 
has long given me pleasure, though 
perhaps not so’ much as has the tracing 


of its sojourn in gardens. As its intro- 
duction into England is credited to 
1596, we search Gerard, who died in 


1611 or 1612, in vain, for its “vertues”’ 
or for folk-lore. One early legend, and 
perhaps the favorite, as it seems to have 
gained wide acceptance, connects the 
plant with Christ in his experience in 
Gethsemane, which I quote from Mrs. 
Earle’s “More Pot-pourri From a Sur- 
rey Garden” 

“When our Lord in His agony was 
walking in the Garden of Gethsemane, 
all the flowers save this one bowed their 
heads in sympathetic sorrow. It held 
its head aloft in supreme disdain; 
whereupon our Lord gently rebuked it. 


Smitten with shame at last, it hune 
its head, and since then has never 
been able to raise it, and those who 


eare to turn its face 
find tears in its eyes.”

With Crocus!

ROCUS are the most exciting flowers 


of all because they are the first. 
Winter is still lashing furiously 


about when the earliest of them—gold, 
purple, and white—spangle the lawn, 
carpet the loam under shrubs, push up 
through streaks of left-over snow, and 
freeze into flowers of sheer ice when sleet 
storms rage. Yes, erocus are neces- 
sary whether you’ve a small plot or 
an acre! 

One Indian summer day I was hap- 
pily digging them under our lawn when,

“Oh, just that I came over to bor- 
row some salt!” I tossed back the first 
thing that came into my head. 

“On bended knee to ask?” he queried.

orange flowers, held well above the vel- 
vety green leaves. It was grown in a 
square wooden box, a method used very 
successfully in California. 

Two plants of B. templini were shown. 
This begonia has yvellow-blotched leaves 
thickly set with tiny plantlets and is 
becoming scarce, because so many plants 
have lost the beautifully variegated 
leaves, reverting to the plain green 
leaves of the original Brazilian species, 
B. phyllomaniaca, the so-called “Jessie.” 
Perhaps over-anxious growers have 
grown B. templini in too rich soil. It 
needs a poor, sandy soil and full sun to 
keep the variegated leaves. A nice plant 
of the variety Dawn was shown, another 
of the difficult plants to grow in the 
Kast. It is a seedling of Abel Carriére 
and was produced in San Diego in 1928 
by Chauney Vedder. The small, pointed 
silver leaves are veined with dé ark green, 
and the slightly ruffled edges are touched 
with red. 

Other less common kinds shown were 
B. eathavana, the red and green velvety 
Chinese beauty; B. manni, a shrubby 
species from far-away Fernando Po 
which is quite unlike a begonia in ap- 
pearance as the leaves have equal halves 
and the pink flowers lack the usual be- 
gonia shape; and B. weltoniensis alba, 
whose flowers are white instead of the 
usual pink. Two of the Robinson dichroa 
hybrids were shown. Di-anna (B. di- 
chroa X B. Annie Laurie) is tall and 
bushy with dark green leaves, heavily 
silver spotted, bearing brilliant red flow- 





ers. Di-erna is a lower grower with 
broader, lighter green leaves, faintly 
silver spotted, and orange-red flowers. 


In fact, the whole plant shows an orange 
flush. Both plants are very free bloom- 
ers. 

A new species, shown for the first 
time in the East, is B. mazae, so ealled 
because it grows in the rain forest on the 
Mexican rancho of Don Lisandro Maza, 
where it was collected in 1946 by 
Thomas MacDougall, to whom we owe 
so many of the new Mexican species. 
The leaves are typical begonia shape, 
deep red beneath, so deep that the color 
flushes through the upper olive green 
surface, which is dark veined. There is 
an excellent picture of this plant in the 
August issue of The Begonian. It is one 
of the loveliest begonias known but will 
test the skill of growers. Like all rain- 
forest plants, it not like the hot, 
dry air of the average house. More 
moisture must be provided, either by 
constant spraying or growing in a War- 
dian case. 

William E. Starr, president of the 
New England Branch of the American 
Begonia Society, has produced a new 
hybrid variety from B. schmidtiana x 
Bb. Woolly Bear which will be an ex- 
cellent basket plant.

shown no injury at 20° below zero in my 
varden). In some instances this is true, 
hut as a whole they are even less hardy, 
probably because the foliage is weak 
and very susceptible to disease. 

Several members of the genus Rosa 
have been found growing happily near, 
and even north of, the Arctie circle. 
While these roses may never be the pro- 
— of that have the ever- 
blooming qualities of the Hybrid Teas, 
their offspring may be able to withstand 
the severity of our winters without 
protection and have a high standard of 
blooming capacity. We ean at least 
hope that some day extreme hardiness 
and floriferousness will be combined. 
Until that day arrives we must either 
protect our tender roses or plant only 
those that ean survive without protec- 
tion. There are several very attractive 
roses in this latter group, and I will list 
a few that have withstood a minimum of 
20° below zero in my garden without 
protection or the benefit of snow cover. 
Detailed descriptions of most of them 


roses 


can be found in eatalogues and rose 
books. 
The Rugosa and Hybrid Rugosa 


eroup as a whole is quite hardy and 
also reeurrent blooming. The most 
interesting of these, in my opinion, are 
the Grootendorst roses whieh will give 
continuous bloom until late autumn if 
the earnation-like blossoms are clipped 
off as they fade. Grootendorst Supreme, 
F.J. Grootendorst and Pink Grooten- 
dorst are the varieties referred to. 


Others that deserve consideration are

ought plants to better the assortment. 
She admits that she made many mis- 
takes, but they only strengthened the 
mental muscles which insisted on that 
surrounding beauty which is the highest 
kind of value, both practical and ideal. 

I bring these two items to mind right 
now because the same FLOWER GROWER 
audience which stirred up the one in- 
stance also stirred up the other. Many, 
many times in the long lifetime of civic 
endeavor which has beset me I have 
noted that, although one might first 
think of beauty as an abstract quality of 
something purchased, he often finds out 
later that true beauty simply happens 
when things are “bettered.” 

My mind takes me back a long way to 
a time when a group of us decided it 
would be wise to look around the slums 
of the city in which I live and see 
whether we could not better them. We 
found filthy backyards, disorderly build- 
ings, and no beauty at aH. But one boy 
had planted just one petunia in the quite 
nasty backyard of his home. We gave 
him a prize, and the jeers that had 
arisen from the neighborhood boys and 
girls when the committee visited this 
boy changed to envy so deep that the 
inevitable happened, and other petunias 
soon were planted. The mere sight of 
a beautiful object, placed somewhere not 
so much for its charm of form as for 
the facet that the atmosphere of beauty 
goes with it, is the principle which had 
this remarkable effect. And I think it 
always does. 

Speaking of beauty, incidentally, re- 
calls the frequent necessity of defining 
the word when I was deseanting in vari- 
ous parts of the United States on “The 
City Beautiful and What Makes It 
Happen.” In order to have an anchor 
for my thoughts, dictionaries were con- 
sulted and a sort of combination defini- 
tion arrived at which defined beauty as 
that quality of an object whereby the 
contemplation of it excites pleasurable 
emotions. This beauty, of course, does 
not fit an over-dressed man or, indeed, 
an over-dressed woman; neither does it 
attach to mere meretricious display. But 
it applies to thoughts as well as to ob- 
jects, and it certainly touches values, 
because all over the world all the time 
people are paying much money for the 
kind of beauty I am thus suggesting. 

If, then, in this month of Thanksgiv- 
ing I can wish an impulse to the people 
who read FLOWER Grower and talk about 
what they read, it is that they plant a 
little beauty somewhere, that they better 
some spot fhat calls for betterment, that 
somewhere they create beauty for them- 
selves and for others to enjoy.

new institution, the 1947 Spring Flower 
Show at Boston was our first public 
appearance. We had some doubts as to 
our ability to put on a suitable display 
as almost none of us had tried to force 
our plants into bloom at a given time. 
Still, we had the comforting knowledge 
that most of the members had some sort 
of display in their windows, pits or 
greenhouses all winter anyway, so we 
would merely have to use what was in 
bloom at the time. The question of 
raising the money to put on an exhibit 
came up at a meeting when we had 
100 per cent attendance. Since the Win- 
ter Gardeners as a club had no funds to 
draw from, the individual members 
would have had to pay the expenses. It 
was agreed that we should not spend 
money on the struetures for our exhibit 
and that we should show only our own 
plants. If we were exhibiting as winter 
gardeners Wwe felt we must show the 
results of our own gardening, not the 
results of some florist’s work. 

As it turned out, we were fortunate 
to. have the pit and greenhouse strue- 
tures lent to us, and we had enough of 
our plants for the opening of the show 
and for replacements later on. The 
lighting fixtures and peatmoss needed 
for the exhibit were bought by some of 
the members for future use. The odd 
jobs were done by assorted husbands 
and brothers who, far from being bul- 
lied or wheedled into it, clamored for 
passes so that they could come 

The extra incurred 
came to 40 cents per person and no one 
complained. The collection of plants 
put on display was brought in by twelve 
ot the twenty members and informally

arranged to give the impression of how 
our winter gardens actually were look- 
ing on March 10. It was necessary about 
March 12 to put up a sign explaining to 
the public that the plants were grown 
by amateur members, as the tendency of 
the crowd was to ask what florist had 
forced our plants for us. 

However, if the publie could not 
recognize amateurs’ handiwork, the pro- 
fessional gardeners surely could, be- 
cause there were few plants of real show 
ealibre in our exhibit. A group ol 
amateurs, particularly those with no gar- 
deners, are hard put to it to compete 
with professional growers who paj 
higher prices for stock and who have 
larger greenhouses to raise their ma- 
terial in, and who also can take the time 
to do it absolutely correctly. The Win- 
ter Gardeners realize their limitations in 
this respect. 

A big factor militating against our 
growing exhibition plants is lack of 
space. The sun-heated pit, for instance, 
is a very convenient structure, but not 
too spacious, and few pit-owners are 
sufficiently strong-minded not to erowd 
their plants in order to get in more 
kinds. It is the constant ery of one lady 
that she is only going to raise alpines 
and miniature plants. The last time ] 
visited her pit there were miniatur 
plants to be sure, but almost swallowed 
up by camellias, wallflowers, azaleas, 
primulas, forget-me-nots, lettuce and 
other sizeable things. 

It is quite a problem with most of us 
whether to try for a great variety of 
material or whether to concentrate on a 
few things and to try to grow these 
better. We have discussed it frequently 
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at meetings, but while we all agree that 
we should have fewer plants and better 
ones, the seedlings, euttings and bulbs 
brought to meetings for distribution 
isually prove irresistible—in addition 
to the charms of the eatalogues. But we 
have diseussed it, and I think next year 
the quantity of plants in our winter gar- 
dens may decrease, and the quality of 
what we have may improve. 


That is one of the aims of the Winter 
Gardeners—to raise the standards of 
horticulture in our own cirele so that our 
plants will be nearer the exhibition 
standard in spite of limitations of space, 
time and money given to a hobby. We 
are also interested—and here is where 
the crowding starts—in trying new ma- 
terial for our winter gardens, in finding 
unusual bulbs, or annuals, or woody 
plants not commonly seen, or odd varie- 
ties of common plants. It gives any 
member great pleasure to grow and to 
show to others something they have 
never seen. 





We also try to keep up on new horti- 
cultural publications, and members re- 
port on interesting articles and books— 
new or old—which they come across. We 
are fortunate to have the library of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society 
where we can work, and from which we 
can take out books for study at home. 
In addition to this, a topie is usually 
given out to be studied for the next 
meeting by two or three members. Last 
vear we had reports on camellias, 
azaleas, geraniums and primulas. 


We frequently get into interesting 
discussions on bulb foreing, euttings, 
feeding, watering, ete. It is particularly 
good fun to bring up the subject of seed 
sowing, as the experts in the group have 
very different methods but all sueceed 
equally well. Each declares that she ean 
only grow seeds a certain way, while 
her equally sueeessful neighbor has a 
totally different system. The fact 
emerges that it is the knowledge, in- 
terest and attention that count, not the 
exact sifting of the soil or the right 
shape of seed-flat. Our informal dis- 
cussions are interesting and often excit- 
ing, since the members between them 
cover such a wide range of interests. 
One of the agreeable features of the 
ieetings is that people bring samples 
of what is blooming in their winter gar- 
dens at the time, as well as plants, 
veather permitting. The enthusiasm of 
the various growers spreads to the rest 
of the group. 


The Winter Gardeners of Boston 
rould like to see other similar groups 
ormed with somewhat the same aims 
and purposes. We cannot increase our 
numbers without becoming less active 
and losing some of our present charac- 
‘er, but there must be other gardening 
enthusiasts who could get together in 
the same spirit. Ideally I think the 
Winter Gardeners or any real garden 
club should have one aim to be kept in 
mind—the aim of increasing the knowl- 


edge and standards and usefulness of 


iorticulture in general.

manniana hybrid. ScarLeET ELEGANCE is 
a uniformly brilliant searlet. Viva.pl, 
which is earmine with a yellow edge, has 
beautifully flecked brown foliage. 
The kaufmanniana group is 
the first to bloom ot the species tulips. 
Their flowers carried on stems usu- 
ally less than a foot high and they are 
excellent for mass planting under trees 
or in front of evergreens, or naturalized 
in shady places in combination with 
museari Heavenly Blue. Because of 
their short stems and vivid colorings, the 
kautmanniana hybrids are also choice 
subjects for the rock garden or the front 
of the border. They should be planted 
in late fall about 4 to 5 inches deep. 
Gardeners will find them very trust- 
worthy since they flower from year to 
vear under ordinary garden conditions. 
They will grow in almost any soil that 
has good drainage and sunlight. 
Another species which is attracting a 
deal of attention at present is 
TULIPA FOSTERIANA. It is bolder in form 
than kaufmanniana and one of the mem- 
bers of this family, Rep EMPEROR, is the 
largest and most vividly colored of all 
scarlet tulips. Other good fosteriana 
hybrids, however, have also been devel- 
oped in Holland. Princeps is an excel- 
lent brilliant searlet, DEFIANCE a very 
large scarlet with yellow base, and 
OPHELIA a lovely red with petals that 
open very wide. These flowers are ear- 
ried on stems about 9 to 10 inches in

All of the wild species are beautiful 
and charming. TULIPA CHRYSANTHA, 
which blooms during the first days of 
May, is yellow with cherry outside and 
its flowers grow barely a foot off the 
ground, TULIPA DASYSTEMON is interest- 
ing because of its buneh-flowering ehar- 
acteristic, producing three to five small 
flowers on a stem; its colors are white 
and canary yellow. 

TULIPA CLUSIANA, tiny and graceful, 
continues to be popular and is often 


known as the Lady Tulip. It is very re- | 


liable, especially in a rock garden, and 
provides wonderful during the 
early days of May. TULIPA EICHLERI is a 
magnificent red species flowering in late 
April. TULIPA PRAESTANS FUSILIER, a 
multi-flowered variety in __ brilliant 
orange-searlet, will strike a gay note in 
any border or rock garden. 

These and several other species tulips 
are well worth trying, and if you are 
interested in the unusual you will do well 
to remember them when planting your 
tulips this fall.

rivals of lilies. Tulips ean still be 
planted, but do so without delay. If 
liies have been delivered after Jack 
Frost has put in his appearance, they 
can be potted up and then plunged or 
buried in a coldframe. With some salt 
hay over them they will come through 
in good condition for spring planting. 


Bulbs for the house. A few fragrant 
bowls of Paperwhites or Dutch hya- 
cinths are a bright addition to any 
home during the winter months. Use 
shallow bowls or pans and fill them 
with pebbles. Set the bulbs into the 
pebbles, fill the bowls with water, and 
place them in a dark cool cellar or 
closet. Bring Paperwhites to the light 
when they have made 1 or 2 inches of 
growth and the hyacinths when they 
have made 214 to 3 inches of growth. 
A bright cool poreh is an excellent 
place to flower them. They will require 
staking with 3 or 4 stakes inserted 
around the edge of each bowl, looping 
string from stake to stake. T’o be sure 
of a succession of flowers, plant the 
bulbs at two-week intervals until the 
end of the year. 


In the greenhouse. Did you remem- 
ber to bring in soil and rotted leaves to 
fill up the storage bins for use in the 
greenhouse during the winter? If not, 
by all means do so now, for it is no easy 
task to dig such material during the 
cold of winter. 


Chrysanthemums. The chrysanthe- 
mum plants will be about finished 
blooming now, and storage of the stock 
plants becomes the next problem. Do 
not store them under benches, for that 
encourages too much soft growth and 
they also start growing too early. The 
coldframe that has a generous amount 
of leaves banked around it is a good 
place for the stock. The frame will 
remain cool and keep stock in good 
condition until time to make cuttings 
in Mareh and April. In very cold 
weather the sash of the frame must be 
covered with mats to afford a little 
extra protection. 


Tomatoes. For an early spring crop 
of tomatoes, sow a few seed now. Be 
sure to use a greenhouse foreing va- 
riety. Several good ones are Best of 
All, Sunrise, Michigan State Forcing, 
and a good outside variety that does 
well is Earliana. 


Spray program. A regular spray 
program should be set up by this time. 
About once in two weeks is right, but 
spray on bright days so that plants ¢ can 
dry off before nightfall. The rotenone 
sprays will control most insects. In 
addition to spraying I fumigate with 
nicotine powder for control of aphids. 
It is put up by manufacturers in quar- 
ter pound cans suitable for a smal] 
greenhouse.

Southern California. November is 
one of the best shrub planting months 
for southern California. It you live 
near the coast (where frost is never 
heavy) look into the melaleucas and 
callistemons, the Australian bottle- 
brushes which belong to the myrtle 
family, and the ecalliandras which be- 
long to the pea tamily, all shrubs which 
bloom when hot weather comes. The 
following are all found now in 
nurseries not far from the coast. 

Calliandra inaequilatera, a fairly re- 
cent introduction trom Bolivia, has long 
arching branches, pinnate foliage which 
is bronzy when young, and _ pink 
powder-puff flower heads with long 
stamens and carried for seven months. 
Two red flowered calliandras are now in 
the trade. Callistemons bear their sta- 
men-exerted blooms packed close round 
the stem, bottlebrush fashion, usually 
rather close to the leafy end ot the 
branch. Whene the flowers fall the 
decorative capsular fruit pods take 
their place, remaining a long while on 
the stem. I find them very ornamental 
at Christmas time. 


Melaleuecas are useful for windy 
places. Their flowers are arranged 
similarly along the stem. Those with 
ereamy white blooms are not so con- 


spicuous as eallistemon blooms, but the 
seed vessels are quite as decorative. 
Callistemon viminalis is by no means 
new and is still a favorite where a 
searlet, semi-weeping 15-foot shrub is 
needed. 


California Fog Belt. Sometimes I 
think there should be still another di- 
vision in this West Coast column, for 
I find myself wanting to mention areas 
which do not quite come under the Fog 
Belt, tor in them the early morning fog 
soon gives way to brilliant sunshine, 
and though gardeners can grow a lot 
of material which thrives in southern 
California they are in central or just 
north ot the central part of the state. 
For instanee, San Luis Obispo county, 
the Santa Clara and Santa Rosa val- 
leys, San Mateo, Palo Alto and other 
towns along the eastern side of the 
peninsula south of San Francisco, and 
the warm Napa Valley where the 
climate is nearer that of the Big Valley 
and though cold is never too severe for 
peonies and lilacs. These are ideal 
gardening climates where plants which 
Fog Belt gardeners can never hope to 
grow are quite content. 

Fruits needing sun and heat ripen 
there, Mexican and African plants 
thrive exceedingly well, Albizzia juli- 
brissin is fluffy pink in July, Chinese

Sacramento and San Joaquin Valleys, 
If vou are willing to work for t! 
you ean have excellent camellias, 
gardenias and azaleas in the Big Val- 
ley. One Fresno gardener showed me ; 
most promising looking bed of camellias 
and said that his success came chiefly 
from deep digging and proper soil prep- 
aration before planting. He = grows 
most of his camellias under lath.  In- 
stead ot acid leatmold he uses lots of 
well decaved manure. 

This garden is in that part of Fresn 
where the soil is sandy and there must 
be much slow root-watering of the 
bushes when they are in bud and flower 
At other times they are watered over- 
head. Gardenias are given full sun, as I 
saw them by the acre in Mexico, ric! 
soil and a lot of water during the grow- 
ing period. Azaleas are grown where 
they get only a little early morning an¢d 
some late afternoon sun and their dee] 
soil is composed mostly of leatmold. 


Pacific Northwest. 
there has much talk of the new 
white bleeding heart. This is a pur 
white form ot Dicentra formosa, a com- 
mon woodland wild flower growing from 
a little south of central Calitorni 
north into British Columbia. The sport 
has the same pale green leaves as the 
rose-pink type. With me it was, as 
expected, not so vigorous as the type, 
which is just as well, for formosa is 8 
persistent spreader, and it passed out 
during one of my long absences from 
home. 

This plant needs and deserves some 
petting and indulgence in the way ot 
rich leafmold and plenty of water in 
ease of winter or spring drought. It 
will take sun and is a splendid 
plant for the shady fern bed. Though 
it loses its leaves in times of long 
drought, the fleshy rootstocks remain 
plump and viable during dormancy. In 
my 22 years of collecting in the West, I 
have found only two D. tormosa plants 
with pure white flowers. I admired 
them, longed for seed, and passed on. 
Now I am glad that someone else 
helped this delightful thing on its way 
to the nurseries, and I ean recommend 
it as a highly desirable plant.

House Plants on Parade 


(Continued from page 859) 


The class for Vines and Hanging 
Plants brought out six ceropegias—C. 
woodi, barklyi, radieans, C. mon- 
teiroa, debilis and C. eaffrorum. Of 
these, C. monteiroa and C. radicans have 
the largest and handsomest flowers. 
Those of the other four species are much 
alike. C. woodi and C. barklyi have the 
handsomest foliage, fleshy heart shaped 
silver leaves. Doxantha unguis-eati, the 
South American ecats-claw vine, has dark 
green ovate leaves, set in pairs on the 
long stems, and axillary sprays of yel- 
low flowers. Columnea gloriosa is a 
lovely basket plant with long trailers set 
with pairs of velvety brown leaves. The 
flowers are scarlet. Quite the handsom- 
est plant was Episcea cupreata, which 
has searlet flowers and velvety brown 
and cream leaves, with a coppery lustre. 
The young plants are borne on runners, 
like strawberry plants, and, alas, were 
most enticing to the light fingered gen- 
try. 

The ivy collections were most interest- 
ing, showing the many forms which 
Hedera helix develops—some very small, 
like H. helix pedata, some very large 
like H. h. coriacea. Several new ivies 
from California, as yet unnamed, were 
shown. The good sized leaves were beau- 
tifully cut or curled and twisted into 
fantastic shapes. 

The spiderwort collection ineluded 
several familiar tradeseantias, the bril- 
liantly colored Rhoeo discolor, and Spi- 
ronema fragrans, an upright Mexican 
plant whose long, narrow green leaves 
are blotched with chocolate-brown. It 
has long sprays of tiny white flowers 
which have the pleasant habit of bloom- 
ing intermittently for several weeks and 
perfuming the whole room. Two new 
Mexican plants were shown in this 
group, Setereasia pallida which has 
gray, hairy leaves, flushed with violet, 
and lavender flowers. The other a 
rare setereasia species as yet unnamed. 
Its habit of. growth is like the tradesean- 
tias, and its silvery-green leaves are 
veined with white and flushed violet be- 


is 


neath. Both were discovered by Thomas 
MacDougall. 

An excellent collection of 50 named 
succulents was shown which included 


some choice haworthias, aloes, echeverias 


and several of the Texas “windowed” 
plants. A very handsome 3-foot speci- 
men of Euphorbia hermantiana was 


shown, and its architectural lines would 
almost tempt one to build a modernistie 
house to provide it with its proper set 
ting. 

A collection of seedling coleus made a 
splash of brilliant color against a black 
background, and a night blooming cereus 
opened its lovely creamy white flowers 
for the benefit of the admiring crowds. 
Only a few saintpaulias were shown, but 
they

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Southern Gardens

INCE Thanksgiving usually means 
frosts in this area, the wise gard- 
ener will have ordered his needed 
plants so as to have them on hand for 
holiday planting. 


The flowering plums (Prunus triloba 
and Pissard’s variety of P. cerasifera) 
and the flowering apricots (Prunus 
mume) are the earliest ot the trees to 
bloom. They come in February. Soon 
afterwards come the flowering crabap- 
ples (Malus floribunda and M. atrosan- 
guinea), The flowering peaches are 
strong color accents and early bloomers, 
too, but the trees are short-lived. 


Redbuds in both rose and white 
(Cercis canadensis and C. canadensis 
alba) follow quickly, and then the 


white and pink dogwoods in turn take 
their place. The flowering cherries in 
the double forms are spectacular and 
most valuable. NKwansan, the double 
pink, is one of the most satisfactory. 
The single types do not grow ‘vell or 
bloom for us. 


Silver bell or snowdrop trees (Hale- 
sia tetraptera, now called H. Carolina) 
and the smoke trees (Rhus cotinus, 
now called Cotinus coggygria) follow 
in their course, and then come the 
mimosas, the crape myrtles and the 
chaste trees for all-summer flowering. 
The white fringe tree (Chionanthus 
virginicus) flowers with the smoke trees 
and together they make fine pictures 
anywhere. 


Magnolias are musts in our southern 
gardens, and now is the time to plant 
the deciduous types. Magnolia stellata, 
the earliest, and the rose pink soul- 
angeana and the deep purple toned 
nigra form ot M. liliflora make a fine 
group of plants. And don’t overlook 
Stewartia pentagyna (S. ovata), a very 
rare small tree; Gordonia alatamaha 
(Franklinia alatamaha), which was lost 
and then restored to gardens by the 
nurseries; and the summer blooming 
loblolly bay, Gordonia lasianthus, with 
its creamy cups which last the whole 
season. Some of these can only be used 
in large estate gardens, but all are 
beautiful and highly desirable, and 
they should all be planted now. 


Order pansies right away. Get them 
from a good grower and use trans- 
planted stock to be sure of early, strong 
plants and bloom. For the bulb beds 
where daffodils are already planted, use 
mixed pansies for wide spaces. But 
for edgings and formal beds, with 
tulips and hyacinths which must go in 
now, the single colors are more effective. 


Yellow tulips or hyacinths with pur- 
ple or sott blue pansies are most en- 
traneing. Where there are edgings of

blue scillas or the old blue Roman 
hyacinths, the gold of pansies will be 
just right, and purple, blue or rich red 
pansies will be fine for the edges of 
daffodil borders. 


Violas are smaller than pansies but 
have a longer blooming season, and the 
flowers are most attractive and make 
highly colorful masses. Use them in 
groups of one color for best effect. For 
edgings, rock gardens and bulb borders, 
they are simply wonderful. 


Tulips must be planted this month 
without fail. No spring garden is right 
without tulips, and for best color effect, 
use them in masses. Last fall 250 red 
Campfire tulips were planted on the 
edge ot a border of blue bearded iris. 
On the other edge there were 250 
Spring Glory daffodils. Because of the 
capricious spring weather, all the iris, 
tulips and daffodils bloomed at the 
same time and for weeks gave a 
pageant of patriotic colors. 


The white Zwanenburg, the salmon- 
pink Pride of Zwanenburg and the soft 
yellow Niphetos were also used in plant- 
ings of 250 each, and with the daffodils 
Kink Alfred, John Evelyn and Victoria, 
they made a picture supreme—just 
rifts of glory for weeks. 


Not far away from these new plant- 
ings were daffodils and tulips planted 


in 1938 and not lifted since. These 
older tulips had deteriorated in size, 
though not in color, but some other 


groups that had been taken up and re- 
planted had entirely disappeared. So 
live and learn, and let your tulips alone. 
The older daffodils were not only as 
rich in color as ever, but there were 
many more of them than when origin- 
ally planted. 


Now is the time to pot up the Paper- 
white narcissus and the Roman hya- 
cinths—if you can get them—and also 


the lily-of-the-valley pips. They’ll all 
serve wondertully to fill out your 
Christmas list. Keep the pots in the 
dark for three weeks and then bring 
them into the light gradually so that 
by the 25th of December the flowers 


will be ready to gladden the hearts of 


your friends.

Things Out-of- 
the Ordinary 


By C. W. WOOD, (Mich.) 


Dianthus June Carmine 


HERE 1s some justification for the 


plaint of many gardeners that good 
pinks simply are not to be found. For 
instance, one has to go a long way to 


me a modern variety that is resistant to 

leafspot. That seems to apply particu- 
larly to the highly-bred strains of dianthus 
plumarius. I was especially pleased, then, 
when I saw some plants of the new dian- 
thus June Carmine in the garden of a 
friend this August. Foot-tall plants were 
a mound of double carmine flowers and 
the plants were spotless down to the 
ground—a natural condition, the owner 
said, and not the result of continuous 
spraying. That seems almost too good to 
continue year after year, but if young 
plants will stay clean for at least two 
years it will mean much for the gardener’s 
comfort. It is a University of New Hamp- 
shire product, I am told, and is listed by 
Corliss Bros, Inc, Reynard St., Gloucester, 
Mass.
